Word is heard in various circles that many con­ 
template dropping their purchase of War Bonds since 
the new withholding tax became effective. 
To offset this plan or proposal, the Treasury Depart­ 
ment offers the following highlights on the new tax 
program: 
v 
1. The new tax law does not increase taxer. 
Your 
tax rates are no higher than under the old law. 
2. Remember—this nex tax only applies after cer­ 
tain allowable exemptions. 
The new withholding tax 
is merely a way of paying your taxes as you go, in­ 
stead of waiting until next year. 
3. Don’t give up the voluntary payroll savings plan. 
Don’t stop buying war bonds out of your pay. 
4. Keep on with your regular pay deductions. Don’t 
let this new withholding tax lick a plan which is helping 
you save for the future and helping us all win the wrar. 
5. If we fail with the voluntary payroll plan taxes 
are bound to be that much higher next year. 
6. Our boys in uniform aren’t quitting on us let s 
not quit on them. 
There seems to be a lot of sound, commonsense to 
the above recommendations. 
It is also true that the only money many people 
have saved has been done so under the present payroll 
deduction plan. 
The purchase of war bonds is not something that 
you take from your savings to be gone forever, but 
something saved for future years. 
It has been said of many Americans the only way 
they can save money is to have it taken directly out of 
their pay envelope so that they won I have it to spend. 
That is quite true and there are scores who have money 
invested in war bonds today who wouldn t have a red 
cent unless it had been deducted from their pay. 
The new income tax, as explained by the Treasury 
Department, permits you to keep up to date on your 
income tax instead of digging deep into the sock or 
borrowing the money to meet tile payment due each 
March 15 as has been the custom in the past. 
If you wish to avoid higher taxes next year, keep 
buying bonds now. 


GAS FOK VACATIONS 
Directly, the OPA ruling allowing gasoline for one 
vacation trip per motorist affects only those eastern 
seaboard states where pleasure driving is banned. But 
its implications arc much broader. 
However one looks 
at the ruling, it reiterates and emphasizes the long 
established fact that the OPA is irresponsible. 
Pleasure driving is forbidden, within the eastern area, 
because transportation facilities are not adequate to 
supply gasoline and heating oil for civilians and, at 
the same time, to provide petroleum products for over­ 
seas shipment to our fighting men. 
For every gallon of gasoline that the O PA gives up 
now, to satisfy pressure that has political implications, 
cither our fighters in and around Europe will go short 
during th*- invasion or, more likely, easterners will 
* shiver and suffer next winter for lack of heating oil. 
That is one alternative—a reason why such a con­ 
cession probably was unwise in the first place. But let s 
waive that in favor of another alternative, and suppose 
that transportation capacity can be spared to supply 
gasoline for vacation driving. 
Why. then, should fuel be granted only to those 
who are prosperous enough to have summer homer in 
the country or to go on regular ‘‘vacation trips ? 
Do 
they need rest, relaxation, convenience, more than the 
less pi os porous ? 
lf the OPA can spare eight gallons to Joe Jones’ 
family to drive 60 railes each way to a lake or seashore 
hotel for two weeks, there is no equitable reason why 
Jack Smith’s family should not use eight gallons to 
drive IO miles to the beach, picnic grounds or even a 
golf course every other day while Jack is on vacation. 
Such a ruling is so obviously unfair that it is appar­ 
ent nobody in the OPA troubled to think through this 
vacation gasoline ruling. And that indicates that once 
more, as so often in the past, the OPA succumbed sud­ 
denly to pressure from outside and made a half-baked 
decision based upon inadequate pre-consideration. 
So many such rulings have been made, modified, re­ 
scinded, restored, amended and generally bedevilled that 
everybody now takes it for granted that the OPA can 
be pushed around, ignored and scorned.

Of Salvage For Past Month 


VV. T. Corbett, Chairman of tile 
Warren County Salvage Commit­ 
tee, this morning issued a report 
on .salvage collected for the month 
of June, as follows;

This represents an increase over 
the month of May in all categories 
except rags, paper, and collapsible 
tubes. The decrease In rags is a 
heavy one, from 18,SSO pounds in 
May. The decrease in paper is also 
quite noticeable, from 172% tons 
in May; while the collapsible tubes 
collected were less than 50 per cent 
of the 555 pounds collected in May. 
Slight increases were shown in the 
collection of steel, tin cans, and 
household 
fats; 
while 
a very 
marked increase was shown in the 
collection of brass, copper, 
and 
bronze, which more than doubled 
the May total. 
Mr. Corbett also reported that 
the Youngsville School recently re­ 
ceived a check for $73.67 tor scrap 
collected; 
while 
Sugar 
Grove 
School received checks for $165.88 
for scrap and $63.05 for paper col­ 
lected. Other County Schools re­ 
ceived checks in varying amounts 
The continued need for the saving 
of tin and paper was vigorously 
emphasized by Mr. 
Corbett. 
Ail 
kinds of paper should be saved. 
Kraft and brown paper should be 
kept separate from other kinds. 


Tin is urgently needed not only 
for general war uses, but specific­ 
ally for the manufacture of the 
magic little "syrette," which is 
playing so vital a part on the act­ 
ual fighting fronts. "Syrettes" is 
the term applied by tile Army and 
Navy Medical Corps to little indi­ 
vidual 
morphine 
hypodermic 
syringes. Every Army and 
Navy 
Medical Corps officer and doctor 
earires a supply with him. Every 
Army and Navy nurse uses them. 
Every medical parachutist, every 
flight surgeon, carries an extra 
supply. Every long la n g e bomber is 
eq u ip p ed with these little tin hypo­ 
dermics. So. too. is every field and 
naval hospital. Syrettes are stand­ 
ard equipment in arctic kits, jungle 
kits. aeronautic kits —used by sold­ 
iers, sailors, marines, ami coast 
guardsmen who must fight alone. 
The syrette is a tiny thing about 
the size of the first joint of your 
little finger. 
It is about the di­ 
ameter of a lead pencil, and re­ 
sembles a small tooth paste tube 
with a needle at the head enclosed 
in a transparent plastic covering. 
Its pouch must be made of tin — 
IOO', 
pure tin. 
A twist of the 
finger and the plastic covering is 
removed, exposing a sterilized hol­ 
low needle. 
It is a simple oper­ 
ation to inse rt 
this needle near 


the wound and squeeze the little 
pouch. 
Your tin cans contribute to the 
making of these little angels of 
mercy that will help to save the 
lives of thousands of our fighting 
men. 
It is possible that the tin 
cans you save will eventually find 
their steel in a cannon sending 
shells toward the enemy on the 
European front, while their tin. 
15.000 miles away, covers the little 
syrette which gives a 
wounded 
American soldier the relief neces­ 
sary to preserve his life until aid 
reaches him.
